MINUTES 

OF THE 

Maryland Annual Conference. 



The forty-sixth session of the Maryland Annual Conference 
convened in the Congress Street Church, Georgetown, D. C., on 
Wednesday, March 11th, 1874, at 0 o’clock A. M., and was opened 
by the President with religious exercises! 

J. Roberts and J. T. Murray were appointed a Committee on Cre- 
dentials, after which the roll of Ministerial and Lay Members was 
called. 

Rev. J. B. Walker, Agent of Adrian College, was introduced, and 
addressed the Conference, 

The President read his official report, and referred certain docu- 
ments to the Conference, requesting that action on his official char- 
acter be deferred until said papers be examined. In compliance with 
his request, J. T. Ward, H. C. Cushing, and W. S. Hammond, min- 
isters, with R. G. Price and W. B. Usilton, laymen, were appointed 
a committee to examine and report upon them. 

The Annual Sermon was preached by Rev. H. C. Cushing.

A paper was received from Salem, Philadelphia, and referred to the

The Committee to whom was referred certain papers from the Presi- 
dent, reported as follows : 

The Committee to whom were referred the papers from the First M. P. 
Church, Washington, D. C., beg leave to report that after a full reading and 
careful examination of the same, and after conferring, as far as possible, with 
all the parties interested, they have reached the following conclusions : 

1. That in regard to the paper dated Oct. 11th 1873, addressed to Dr. D. E. 
Reese, as President of the Maryland Annual Conference, they find that a 
large part of its contents refers to the organization of the North Carolina 
Avenue Mission, which was effected before the last session of this body, and 
was duly passed upon during said session. Upon this point, the Committee 
find no cause of action for the Conference. 

The other part of the paper refers to interviews had with the President by 
certain members of said C.liurch during the session of the Conference of 1873, 
in which interviews it is alleged that the President made promises in respect 
to the appointment to North Carolina Avenue Mission which he subsequently 
disregarded ; and further, that the dedication of said Chapel was a violation of 
the law and usage of the M. P. Church, in that the whole indebtedness for said 
Chapel had not been provided for. 

Your Committee find that the promise of the President was misunderstood, 
and that his subsequent action in the appointment of a preacher to that Charge 
was in strict accordance with his duty as the executive of the Conference, and 
that there was nothing contrary to the law and visage of the Church in the 
dedication of the Chapel. 

The second paper is dated Jan. 23d, 1874, and is addressed, as the former, to 
Dr. D. E. Reese, as President of the Conference. That part of it which re- 
lates to the organization of the First M. P. Church, Washington, D. C., though 
interesting as a matter of history, is entirely irrelevant. The most noticeable 
feature of the paper is that which refers to the reception of the former paper 
by the President, and the reference of the same to a council of brethren of his 
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own selection, by which action the originators of this paper claim to have 
been aggrieved. In tlie course adopted by the President, the Committee find 
nothing inconsistent with the usual custom of the executive in such cases. 

The third paper, though it came thus irregularly, has been carefully and im- 
partially considered. We find in this paper no formal charges against the 
official character of the President; but a request to the Conference to define 
the “meaning of the last clause of section 1, page IG of the Constitution,” and 
to explain the rule or law on the dedication of Churches. The Committee 
refer these requests to the Conference. 

The Committee deem the spirit and language of these papers highly objec- 
tionable, as reflecting unjustly upon the executive and other members of the 
Conference, and believe that a large part of the contents of said papers was 
suggested by a misapprehension of facts, and was considered and passed upon 
during the heat of excitement. Your Committee recommend that the official 
character of the President now pass.

The report of the Special Committee on questions of law referred 
' to this Conference by the First Church, Washington, was taken from 
the table and passed, as follows : 

The Committee to whom was referred the request of the Pirat Church-, 
Washington, that the Conference would “ define the meaning of the last clause 
of section 1, page 16 of the Constitution,” and to “ explain the rule or law on 
the dedication of Churches,” having had those subjects under consideration, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

. We define section 1, Article 4 of the Constitution as referring in the first 
place to “ believers,” previously not Methodist Protestants; and second, to such 
“believers” already “ united as a religious Society or Church” of some other 
denomination. This is clear to the Committee, inasmuch as it is required by 
this section of the law, that such “ Society or Church,” to be received as a 
Church, shall “ embrace the principles of religious truth” held by the M. P. 
Church, “ adopt ” its Constitution, and “ conform ” to its “ Book of Discipline.” 
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Ih this case, these proceed iugs are to l)e followed by a “ request to the Presi- 
dent of an Annual Conference, or the Superintendent of a Circuit or Station,” 
to be recognized as a M. P. Church, and then the final question of acceding to 
the request is “ subject to the decision of the most adjacent Quarterly Con- 
ference.” 

But this law is inapplicable to the North Carolina Avenue Mission — 1, be- 
cause those who became its members at its organization were already Metho- 
dist Protestants — and, 2, because at the time they applied for a Missionary they 
were not “united together as a religious Society or Church.” They had no 
formal union, no Church existence. In evidence we sul>mit the fact that they 
were subsequently organized as a Church by the President’s appointee. 

For the authority of the President to appoint a Missionary to organize the 
Church, we cite the law on page 65, section 5. 

For the authority of the Annual Conference to appoint “ Home Missionaries ” 
and to organize Missions in “ unoccupied portions of ils District,” without the 
consent of either an “adjacent” or remote Quarterly Conference, we cite 
pages 78 and 79 of Discipline. 

2. Explaining the Conference rule on the dedication of Churches. The 
, “ rule” is found in the Dedicatory Ritual, page 200, which reads : “If the col- 

lection shall be sufficient to relieve the house from debt,” &c. The rule, there- 
fore, does not require the ground to be paid for as a preliminary to the dedica- 
tion of the Church.

Your Committee to whom was confided the revision of the circulating 
libraries in the Sabbath Schools, respectfully report that they have utterly 
failed to do any such thing. Through the Methodist Protestant and by circu - 
lars, so early as May 1873, they earnestly requested and urged the co-operation 
of the Church — and since that time have repeatedly pressed the matter. Rely- 
ing upon the co-operation of the Church, they had made arrangements with a 
.book house by w'hich all purchasers from the Schools were to be allowed a dis- 
count as large as could be given by any house in the Country, besides which 
the Committee would receive 5 per cent, extra on those purchases to be used 
for general Sabbath School interests in the District at large. The. Committee 
have met with no response from the Churches, and they ask to be discharged.

T. D. Valiant, L. W. Bates and E. J. Drinkhouse were appointed 
said Committee. 

On motion of E. J. Drinkhouse, the following resolutions were 
passed : 

Resolved, That the ministers of this Conference who shall be appointed to 
the Charge of Stations, Circuits, or Missions for the coming Conference year, be 
and they are hereby directed and enjoined to make diligent inquiry and inves- 
tigation as to the manner in which the Church properties on their several 
Charges are held by said Charges, and to report the same on or before July 
1st, 1874, to a Committee of three to be appointed by the President of the Con- 
ference. 

Resolved, That the Committee so to be appointed, are authorized and directed 
to employ some competent attorney, learned in the law, to examine and perfect 
tlie title of the said Church properties wherever in their discretion it may be 
necessary, and for such services they shall allow and pay the said attorney 
such reasonable sums as may be agreed upon between them. 

Resolved, That the said Committee are authorized to assess the expense of 
such legal services upon the Charges where such services shall be necessary, in 
such sums as shall bear a just proportion to the services rendered, and the 
several ministers in charge are directed to collect the said assessment and pay 
the same over to the Committee.

Your Committee would report as follows ; 

1. That we rejoice with “exceeding great joy” in the general awakening 
on the subject of Temperance, and especially iu the vigorous and determined 
efforts now making to incorporate public sentiment against the liquor traflSc 
into the laws of the land, and we recommend our ministry and laity to support 
these measures with becoming energy and boldness. 

2. That we memorialize the General Conference, through our representa- 

tives, to give us such ecclesiastical legislation as will protect our Churches 
from the reproach brought upon them through those members who engage in j 
the traffic of intoxicating liquors, or who use them as a beverage, or sign ap- 
plications for liquor license. I 
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3. That F. Swentzel, D. A. Shermer, and R. S. Rowe, be the Committee of 
Arrangements for the Conference Temperance Convention, to be held on 
Thursday, 7^ P. M., of our next Annual Session.

A letter of fraternal greeting from Rev. A. E. Kline, of the Penn- 
sylvania Conference, M. P. Church, was read. 

The report of the Committee on Ecclesiastical Communications 
was adopted, as follows : 

Revived, That there be appointed fraternal messengers from this body, to 
convey to the North Carolina Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church, 
our sincere pleasure at the presence and fraternal greetings of their messenger, 
Rev. R. H. Wills, President of that Conference. Recognizing in the body he 
represents the strongest pillar of our ecclesiastical strength South of the Poto- 
mac, we earnestly regret that they should differ from us in our expression of 
opinion touching certain organic changes in our Church Law, and we cherish 
the hope that they will as charitably construe our advanced movement as we 
do their reluctance to depart from a strict construction of the original compact 
of the associate Churches of our common Zion. Our heart beats warmly 
toward them, and we cannot but believe that we will soon see “ eye to eye,” as 
to our future, as we have in all the past. 

Resolved, That there be appointed fraternal messengers to the West Virginia 
Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church, and that we w’elcome their 
representatives to this body. Revs. J. J. Poynter and E. J. Wilson. To these 
brethren also as members of an equally large and influential Conference, we 
commend the same fraternal sentiments. 

Resolved, That fraternal messengers be appointed to convey to the Pittsburg 
Conference of the Methodist Church, our high appreciation of their continued 
fraternal greetings, and that we welcome here their representatives, Rev. J. H. 
Hull, President of the Conference, and his colleagues. Rev. E. A. Brindley and 
Rev. J. B. Lucas. We are glad to believe that mutual criminations for the dis- 
solution of the ecclesiastical bonds in which we were formerly held as a Meth- 
odist Protestant Church are rapidly passing away, and cherish the hope that 
the unity in Christ which now exists between us may speedily ultimate in a 
reunion of our separated organizations. 

Your Committee take pleasure in acknowledging the receipt of a commu- 
nication from the Baltimore Conference of the M. E. Church South, in reply 
to one addressed them by the fraternal messengers appointed by this Confer- 
ence at our last Annual Session. That communication having been read in 
your hearing, we need do nothing more than to express to the bearer. Rev. 
Alpheus Wilson, D. D., our high appreciation of the fraternal sentiments it 
contains, and to assure him of our gratification at having him in our midst, 
and of hearing from his own lips a warm reciprocation of our personal regard 
for him and the Church he represents. We are sure a brighter day is dawning 
for Christian unity among all God’s people. Exclusive and pretentious fea- 
tures of doctrine and polity are being eliminated from the visible Church 
organizations, and we hail every approach by other forms of Methodism to 
the fundamental principle of our own ecclesiastical structure as defined by the 
Saviour himself, “ one is your Master, even Christ, and all ye are brethren.” 

Resolved, That two fraternal messengers be appointed to the Baltimore Con- 
ference, M. E. Church South, to perpetuate this interchange of Christian 
amenities.

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EVENING .SESSION. 



Conference opened with devotional exercises by W. M. Strayer. 

The report of the Committee on Literature was received and 
adopted, as follows : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LITERATURE. 

Item I. — Your Committee report, that they have examined the statement 
presented by the Book Directory, of the condition of that department, accom- 
panied by a tabular exhibit from which it appears that there have been sold for 
cash, books to the amount of $511.12, and on ledger account $2,487.09. The 
amount received for the Methodist Protestant is $5,156.74 ; for advertising in the 
Protestant $882.70. During that period the expenses have been : In connec- 
tion with the business of the office, $367.72 ; salary of agent, $1550; rent of 
office, $150 ; for printing, $2,717.75 ; for paper for tlie Protestant, $2,439.70 ; 
binding books, $518.60 ; merchandise for same, $1,016.74 ; commission on the 
Methodist Protestant, to agents, $66.88. 

The attention of the Conference is called to the difference between the cash 
sales of books which amounts to $511.12 and books sold on credit, which 
amounts to $2,489.09 ; (showing an outstanding credit March 1, 1874, of nearly 
$2,000.00.) The assets of the concern are estimated at $6,313.05 ; the liabilities 
at $2,456.52 ; showing a net capital or present worth of $3,850.53. 

It is W'orthy of notice that the losses have, in part, arisen from the general 
revision of the book accounts, and are the result of the accumulation of 
several years, now for the first time reported entire ; and in part from amounts 
due in papers to subscribers, whicli have never before been estimated in liability 
account. Adding these dues as usual to the assets, increases them to $5,503 83. 

The whole number of subscribers to the Methodist Proteetant is 2,834. There 
has been a marked falling off in the number of these subscribers. 500 being 
lost in the Maryland District alone during the year. 

Your attention is called to the following facta : The Methodist Protestant has 
yielded profits during the fiscal year to the amount of $429.39, to pay the salary 
of the agent, amounting to $1550, leaving $1,120.61 to be provided for from the 
profits of the book department. The profits on sales of books, estimated at 
33i per cent, on the whole amount sold, are $998.07, leaving a balance of 
$124.14 yet to be provided for. The facts on the whole as gathered from the 
“statement” of the Directory, show an unusual decline in the profits of the 
book concern. 

Your Committee would recommend the appointment of a Committee who 
shall prepare some plan to be presented to the General Conference, to be held 
next May, to recuperate the book concern and to make more efficient the edi- 
torial department of the Church paper. 

Your Committee recommend the passage of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Methodist Protestant Church is under special obligations to 
the editors of the Methodist Protestant for their gratuitous services and the able 
manner in which they have conducted and edited the paper, during the past 
year, and that they have our hearty thanks for the same, and our endorsement 
of their editorial course. 
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Item II.— Your Committee have received a memorial to the Conference from 
the Western Maryland College, which sets forth, that young men are received 
into the theological department of the College, on the recommendation only of 
parties especially interested in them, without sufficient guaranty for their sup- 
port, subjecting the College to losses, which amount at this date to more than 
$1,300, and are continually increasing. Furthermore, this circumstance jeop- 
ardizes the beneficence of the Church, as there is no sufficient assurance given 
that they are proper persons to receive that beneficence. Hence, your Com- 
mittee would recommend what may be known as an educational board which 
shall be empowered to examine all applicants for the beneficence bestowed by 
the Church on this department of the College, determine their fitness and 
worthiness for the same, and perform such other duties as may grow out of 
their relation to this department. To this end they recommend the following 
plan : 

1. That a board be, and the same is hereby constituted, consisting of seven; 
four of whom shall be ministers and three laymen, members of the M. P. 
Church, to be located in the city of Baltimore, and to be called “ The Board of 
Theological Education of the Maryland Annual Conference, M. P. Church.” 
It shall be organized by the appointment of a President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, and sl'.all keep an accurate minute of all its proceedings, and report to 
this Conference at its annual sessions. 

2. All applications for admission to the Theological Department of the 
Western Maryland College, under the beneficient provisions of the Church, 
must be made through this Board, and the Conference will not regard itself, or 
the Church as in any way bound for the tuition and expenses of any who may 
be otherwise admitted. 

3. The Board shall be governed, in allowances of help to necessitous cases, 
to the absolute requirements of such ; it being regarded as every way best for 
students to do their utmost for their own support. 

4. When deserving applicants present themselves, the amount of aid required 
shall be ascertained, and the means of securing such aid provided before the 
applicant shall be received. 

5. The Board shall require of the beneficiaries in all cases a recommendation 
from the Quarterly Conference to which they belong, and a pledge to refund, at 
as early a day as possible, the amount so advanced, that they may be relieved 
from the feeling that their education is a gift of charity, and that these benefi- 
cent provisions may continue to be expanded and increasingly effective, and 
also require of them to give a pledge not to use tobacco. 

6. The Board shall examine every applicant on gifts, graces and acquirements, 
and admit no applicant who is unfit for the sacred office, by reason of moral 
obliquity or mental imbecility. 

7. All funds from individuals or Churches intended for the benefit of theo- 
logical students of the College shall be remitted to the Treasurer of this Board 
and be disbursed by its order. 

Your Committee have been informed by the President of the College faculty, 
that the Trustees of the College have devised a plan to raise $20,000 to remove 
its present indebtedness. 

By an act of the Legislature, they are empowered to issue certificates of in- 
debtedness for that purpose. 
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These certificates are to be in amount each $50, bearing interest for five years, 
with coupons attached. Tlie debt will thus be distributed among 400 persons 
instead of being held by two individuals, thereby interesting this larger number 
in the College and forestalling the inevitable foreclosure of mortgages, in case 
of financial embarrassment or death of the larger creditors. 

Your Committee commend the plan, and recommend the appointment, as 
usual, of an agent of the College. 

For information of the Conference your Committee would state that the 
Western Maryland College has never been in a more flourishing condition than 
at the present time. The whole number of students enrolled for the year is 
131. Number in attendance at the present date 111, 65 of whom are boarding 
in the College. The standing of the students has never been of a higher grade 
than during the present year. 

Your Committee recommend the passage of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the hearty thanks of this Conference be tendered to the Agent 
of the College, Rev. P. L. Wilson, for his indefatigable and untiring labors in 
that position, to which the success of the College is in a large measure due. 

Your Committee in order to make the Board of Theological Education effi- 
cient, recommend the following plan to raise an Endowment Fund for the 
Tlieological Department of the Western Maryland College of ($30,000) thirty 
thousand dollars. 

The Board shall solicit promissory notes of the amount of fifty dollars each, 
payable with interest, in five annual instalments. 

The first instalment shall be thirteen dollars; the second twelve dollars and 
forty cents ; the third eleven dollars and eighty cents ; the fourth eleven dollars 
and twenty ceuts ; the last ten dollars and sixty cents ; provided, however, that 
any subscriber shall have the privilege of meeting the object of this plan, by a 
single cash contribution of fifty dollars. The principal, as it is paid, shall be 
safely invested as a Permanent Fund and the interest both on the note and 
fund, shall be available to meet the expenses of the beneficiaries. 

Besides this plan the Board shall, after its incorporation, have the power to 
solicit donations, legacies and other means for the purposes contemplated by 
its formation. 

Your Committee further recommend that every Superintendent within the 
Conference District, be constituted an agent of the Board, and chaiged with 
the duty of securing as many subscribers to this fund, on the above plan, as he 
can.

The Committee are of the opinion that the growing tendency amon£» our 
established Churches to look to the Missionary fund for aid, is prejudicial to 
our efforts to raise money for Missionary purposes, and to the extension of our 
Church work in new missionary fields ; and that this policy of the Churches 
ought to be discouraged. We are Also of the' opinion that the Missions re- 
ceiving annual appropriations ought, when practicable, to advise with the Mis-- 
sionary Society as to the propriety of the erection of new buildings, and the 
improvement of Church property. - . 

The Committee recommend the restoration to the various charges, of deeds, 
etc., in the hands of the Treasurer, as security for last year’s appropriations..
